Holiday: Depression Jn BeehJye 


Coke is Ifon Acute. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—The week- 


ly report ot tie United States Geolog- 
ical Survey shows that the production 
of soft coal was curtailed tn tha final 
week of May by tha partial observ- 
ance of Memorial Day as a holiday. 
The total output 
ia 
estimated 
at 


6,699,000 net tons, a decrease ot 464,- 
000 tons, or 6.5 per cent. 


The holiday counted as slightly less 


than halt a normal Friday, and tak- 
ing thia Into consideration the av- 
erage daily output was approximately 
1^2£U000 tona, an improvement ot 
nearly four per cent over the preced- 
ing week. In spite of this improve- 
n-sot, the rate of production of soft 
coal remained at a very low levol. 


Production of soft coal during the 


first 129 worldng days of the calendar 
year 1924 was 197479,000 tons, as 
compared with 238,882.000 
tons 
in 


1923; ni,4Sl,000 tons in 1922 and 
181,030,000 tons in 1931. 


The depression in tha coke industry 


became more acute In the week ended 


137.000 net tons. This was a decrease 
of 20,000 tons, or nearly 13 per cent. 
At the present rate of production, the 
output in a week is less than was 
produced in two and a quarter oaya 
at this thne last year. The decrease, 
while centered ia Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
and West Virginia, was genera! in all 
districts except Virginia, where there 
was a slight increase, and in Colorado 
and New Mexico, where there was no 
change. 


According to The Courier, 541 ad- 


ditional ovens in the ConncUsviile 
Hsgion w-ere blown out. and produc- 
tion decreased to S7,S40 tons.

Not Serious, Says 


Secretary Hoover 


A few days ago Secretary of Com- 


merce Hoover issued a statement in 
which he declared he sees no funda- 
mental reasons for further recessions 
in business and Industrial activity. 
Furthermore, he believes tbe present 
slackening of activity is more psycho- 
logical than real. He pointed out tiat 
recent months have seen decided cuts 
into inventories, due to caution on the 
part of producers and because little 
forward business has been In sight. 


This raduciion in inventories, with 


the attendant steady consumption in 
general lines, most sooner or later 
force increased demand for materials 
of 
production.

Hoover sees the possibility of sudden 
demand in many lines within a com- 
paratively short time.
